(a) Tygodnik Polski 


This Arrentine oublication has 4 circulation of a»rproximately 1,500 copies 
and receives financial assistance from the Polish Legetion. It is oublished 
in Polish end is the successor and has i11 the characteristics of the >ciska 
ee which was forced to close by the ‘r¢ecntine authorities in No ember 
1950. It wis previosly revorted that the cullicat‘on of Tygcdnik Polsii is 
nermitted by the Argentine authorities with the understanding that the waner 
will not attack countries with which Argentina maintains friendly relations. 
The editor is Wenceslao Stasiejko, a Polish workman wro was reported in 197 
as an active organizer of ncw sub-committees of the Communist orrunization 
known as the "Comite de Ayuda a “olonia." The headquérters for T Typodn:: 
Polski is located at Calle Bartolome Mitre 766, with the bi-mont-ly cub! ica- 
tions orinted at te Crism: vrinting shoo, loc:ted at Calle Paraguay 62>. 


(b) Nasha Gazeta 


This newspaver »vrinted in Russian has anveared weekly since 1950 in 
Arg ntina. The editor is Alfonso Mackiewicz*+, who is renvorted 2s ether of 
Polish or White Russian descent. The ao»xroximate circuls ion :f this nei.s- 
naver, whose headquarters are at Culle Tinogasta 3637, is estimated by source 
to be 2,000 conies. 


(c) Jselvenicka Riject (Immigrants? Word) 


This newsnaver printed in Serbo-Croat has-been a-~rearing in Areertirns 
since Merch 1991. It is the oficial crgan of the pro-Srviet anti-Tito: st 
Jugoslavs in Argentina. x\ pl 
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(d) Vjesnik (Sookesman) 


Avproximately 2,000 to 3,000 covies of this newsnaver, which is controlled 
and as: isted by the Jugoslev Legation, are orinted every two or three weeks in 
the Cordoba vrint shoo, located at Calle Gutenberg 3360.
